• To many an English or Scottish 
exile the fragrance and pate yellow 
petals of the primrose speak of 
home. They do to me . , . 

—Say* OUR HOME GARDENER 

BUT it we are to feast our eyes on these lovely 
flowers il the spring we must begin early - 
digging, composting, sowing, cultivating, water- 
ing, nursing, and guarding them against pefite and ills. 
And the English primrose is a tender plant. In its own land 
it is a wUdUng, nestling under 
the sheltering arms and shade 
of giant oaks. It naturally fol- 
lows that an acid soil suits the 
pJimrose best. 

It dislikes onr hot weather 
intensely, therefore this lowly 
plant should be given a semi- 
shady position, in soli that l£ 
moist and well, endowed with 
leal-mould. During long, dry, 
hot seasons the plants (true 
perennials) irequen Uy die, but 
If the sail Is well enriched with 
fibrous material, and water 
regularly applied, thiE loss will 
be overcome. 

In recent years many beau- 
tiful hybrid primroses have 
been Introduced, ranging in 
color from delicate shades ot 
pink through red to mauve and 
blue. These In most cases are 
crosses between the yellow 
primrose and those of Asiatic 
origin. 

Care with hybrids 

fHE hybrids, for the most 
part, axe considerably 
more tender than their British 
cousins, and need careful 
growing under glass or in very 
well-protected and sheltered 
spots outdoors. 

In all there are several hun- 
dred members In the primrose 
family, the gorgeous Chinese 
and Japanese primroses being 
some of the finest. 

The primulas are related to 
this family, primoia muta- 
coides and its many varieties 
being one of the best known. 

Practically all u f these 
plan is can be grown cut of 
doors in Sydney and in the 
warm parts of the Common- 
wealth. English and similar 
primroses can be grown from 
seed sown now. 

The soil should be light and the 
aeed* covered with u quarter-Inch 
of thaeiy-alrted lejujnnuld and aand 
(equal parts! . Keep the seed -bed* 
shaded until termination cakes 
place. 

As the seedUiqts appear they
